dying of cancer, wants to take 
any scientific test to prove for 
history there was no conspira- 
cy. 


"Jack has told me a dozen 


times or more he prays to be 
given a final lie detector test 
so people will be convinced 
that there was no plan on his 
part, or conspiracy of any 
kind, to kill Oswald," said 
Ruby's brother, Earl, a De- 


troit businessman.

Mostly this depends on store 


policy. If some bought and paid 
for merchandise, the store does 
not legally have to take it back, 
unless it was purchased on

was defective. 


However, for a long time most 
stores have had the policy — to 
promote customer good will — 


no, written warranty to enforce 
your claim. 


Obviously if merchandise has 


been used or broken after it was 
taken from the store, there is 
no obligation either to make a 
refund or an exchange. Thus if 
there is any possibility that you 
may want to return a gift or 
purchased merchandise, be sure 
to leave it in the original 
container or wrapping and in no 
case "try it out" by wearing it 
for a day or two. 


As in most other contracts, 


you can change the terms of a 
sale if both buyer and seller 
agree to the terms. If you plan 
to put out much money for an 
item, find out (1) what warran- 
ty you have, and (2) upon what

Hazards of a Truce 


The suggestion by Majority Leader 


Mike Mansfield that the proposed holiday 
truces of 48 hours each over the Christmas 
and New Year's weekends be extended into 
February is welcomed by all who seek 
peace in Vietnam. But the hard fact which 
we learned last year is that such a truce 
cannot be a one-sided one. 


There is certain to be opposition from 


military leaders in Vietnam who fear such 
a truce would be used by North Vietnam 
to rebuild destroyed bridges, roads and 
equipment. If it is further used for deeper 
infiltration of North Vietnamese troops 
and supplies, in the long run it is a deep 
disservice to the American troops who must 
fight to overcome the advantage gained. 


Therefore President Johnson is quite 


right in merely leaving the door open t& 
such a plan if there is any sign of a 
willingness for discussion on the part of 
Hanoi. 


But a major block to any such attitude 


on the part of the North Vietnamese is the 
statement issued at the Manila conference 
in October and which virtually.demanded 
unconditional 
surrender of the North 


Vietnamese. It is further complicated by 
what 
certainly 
must 
be 
a 
lack of 


confidence among those opposed to the 
government of Premier Ky in the integrity 
of offers of amnesty. And we must suspect 
that there will be a considerable amount of 
opposition 
among some American 
and 


South Vietnamese leaders to discussions 


which might lead to a testing of President 
Johnson's promise to withdraw American, 
forces within six months of any negotiated 
settlement. 


Whether or not there will be any signs 


of interest in prolonging the holiday 
truces from Hanoi probably depends upon 
how much they are hurting and whether at 
this stage they believe American promises. 
The war will come to an end. it appears, 
only when one or the other of these 
situations arrives. Unfortunately in a way 
they are mutually exclusive. The harder 
we strike at North Vietnam, the harder the 
lines will be drawn against a negotiated 
settlement. But if we unilaterally adopt a 
moratorium 
on bombing raids, for in- 


stance, we give the enemy time to recover 
and rebuild and encourage them to resist. 


Some advocates of more peace moves 


point out that the United States is the 
most powerful nation by considerable odds 
and' therefore must reach more than 
halfway in seeking a means to peace. This 
is not true in the jungles of Vietnam or 
even in the skies over Hanoi. And yet we 
fail to give our troops the maximum 
support in not using nuclear weapons. 


Senator Mansfield's proposal, in reality 


close to the enclave theory offered by 
some American military men, is not a 
retreat. But any chance for it depends now 
upon the North Vietnamese. For both 
humanitarian and political reasons, ths 
Johnson Administration cannot order it 
alone. 


Mr. Hof/a's Rights and the Courts 


Jimmy Hoffa, the powerful president of 


the Teamsters Union, has shown again that 
he has the organization in the palm of his 
hand when he put a fast stop to a wildcat 
strike by members, particularly those in 
Detroit. The strike ostensibly was called in 
his honor but obviously was meant to show 
that the rank and file disagreed with the 
U. S. Supreme Court ruling which upheld 
Mr. Hoffa's conviction on a jury tampering 
charge. 


In one breath, Mr. Hoffa urged the 


truck drivers to return to work by 
admonishing them, "Be patient, be firm, 
but return to work. Don't take the law into 
your own hands or you're going to hurt 
me." He then launched into an attack on 
jurors, judges, and the Justice Department 
for contributing to his conviction. He also 
castigated the press for what he ^aid was 
its efforts to present him and the union in 
an unfavorable light during the long and 
involved litigation against him. 


Mr. Hoffa's plea to his members not to 


take the law in their own hands, even if he 
saw this as hurting Mm, was proper and 
could well be heeded by others who see 
the law as something to be ignored for 
their own ends. Mr. Hoffa, perhaps as 
much as anyone else in recent American 
history, should know that the law about 
the rights of an individual to due process, 
for 
example, 
has 
given 
him 
every 


opportunity in our legal system to upset 


his jury tampering conviction. And the end 
is not yet in sight because Mr. Hoffa, in his 
speech to the wildcat strikers in Detroit, 
said he was preparing a further appeal 
based on alleged irregularities in his 
Chattanooga, Tenn., jury tampering trial. 


To lash out at juries and judges all the 


way up to the Supreme Court 
for his 


conviction is certainly Mr. Hoffa's right. 
But lacking any evidence to the contrary, 
it is going to be difficult for him to 
persuade the American public that his 
conviction was based on spite, personal 
animosity toward him. or a breakdown in 
the judicial system which has been tested 
in his case all the way up to the highest 
court of the land. Obviously, Mr. Hoffa 
would like to have newspapers ignore the 
fact that he was tried and found guilty. 
But to report the various steps he has 
taken to escape 
conviction in both the 


original trial and subsequent appeals is no 
more than informing the American people 
about 
a 
serious 
allegation 
and 
its 


supporting evidence against a man who 
literally has the power to order a large 
segment of the transportation industry to 
stop its services to the nation.

Dear Dr. Molner: What about 


egg-nogs? Aren't they good for 
people? You always advocate 
cooking eggs. — Mrs. C. N. 


Yes, and I'll keep on advocat- 


ing it. Raw egg is such an ideal 


Dr. Molner 


material for growing germs that 
laboratories use it for that 
purpose — raising germs used 


in vaccines, for example. 


Many an egg has no harmful 


germs, to be sure, but keep in 
mind that if no germs were 
present, an egg would neier 
spoil. And eggs do, including 
unbroken ones. 


Some germs can penetrate the 


shell. Germs can enter through 
tiny cracks, too. Sometimes the 
prevalent salmonella organism 
gets in. Cooking destroys the 
germs. But live salmonella is 
the cause of "food poisoning" 
and diarrhea. 


So to be safe I'm going to 


continue to have my 
eggs 


cooked. 


Egg-nog? Yes, it's a nourish- 


ing concoction and I like it, espe- 
cially at holiday time. I find it 
easier and less expensive to 


order it from the milkman. 
Besides, the dairies pasteurize 
it, which takes care of the germ 
problem. It keeps longer, too. 


For folks who insist 
on 


making their own, the best 
method of home pasteurizing is 
to mix it thoroughly, then bring 
it barely to a boil and let it 
simmer for 10 to 15 minutes. 
That will pasteurize without 
curdling it.*

about a mother asking if it is all 
right to have children bathe 
morning and night.

Washing morning and night is 


good hygiene. I don't know any 
way of getting statistical evi- 
dence, but an enormous number 


of upset stomachs, cases of

children were taught to wash 
their hands before eating or 
putting fingers in their mouths. 


But two baths a day are a lot 


of baths, and with a skin 
tending to dryness, it can lead 
to itching and skin irritation. 


The right number of baths for 


children is the number neces- 
sary to keep them clean. In hot 
summer weather a bath or 
shower a day is usually right. I 
don't object to one a day in 
winter unless skin irritation 
results, but if a child stays 
reasonably clean, one or two or 
three baths a week will keep 
him smelling all right.
